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The  Alumni  of  the  College  should  magnify  the  po- 
sition of  influence  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  has 
given  them  in  their  representatives,  the  Alumni  Coun- 
cil. It  is  earnestly  desired  that  they  shall  next  year 
give  the  council  hearty  co-operation  and  support  in 
securing  new  students  for  the  college. 
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Commencement  of  1911 


There  were  fourteen  in  the  graduating  class  of 
191 1,  eight  boys  and  six  girls.  Three  took  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy,  two  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science,  and  nine  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts.  Seven  members  of  the  class  did  extra  work 
in  Pedagogy,  History  of  Education,  Practice  and  Ob- 
servation Work,  and  were,  therefore,  awarded  a  cer- 
tificate to  teach  for  three  years  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment at  Jefiferson  City.  These  were  Clyde  H.  Blosser, 
Georgia  Rolofson,  Alice  Cordell  Montague,  Emma 
Ricka  Marshall,  Edna  Mize  Harrison,  George  W. 
Daugherty  and  Clara  Isabella  Smith.  The  Governor 
of  the  State  was  present  and  delivered  the  address  on 
commencement  day.  Governor  Hadley  was  at  his 
best.  Stewart  Chapel  was  crowded  for  the  service. 
A  large  committee  of  citizens,  regardless  of  party, 
escorted  the  Governor  to  the  college  and  had  seats 
of  honor  in  the  chapel.  Prof.  I.  N.  Evrard  was  the 
Governor's  escort  from  Jefiferson  City  to  Marshall. 
One  of  the  events  of  the  day  was  the  hearty  welcome 
given  to  Prof.  Evrard  by  the  students,  among  whom 
he  has  always  been  popular.  The  Governor  was 
very  much  interested  in  the  method  of  conferring  de- 
grees at  Missouri  Valley  College,  but  was  probably 
more  interested  when  the  degree  of  LL.D.  was  con- 
ferred upon  himself.  He  was  presented  for  the  de- 
gree by  Hon.  Ben  Eli  Guthrie,  LL.D.,  of  Macon,  Mo. 
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It  was  an  interesting  coincidence  that  the  Republican 
Governor  should  be  presented  for  this  honor  by  an 
old  Confederate  soldier,  Capt.  Guthrie.  The  day  was 
beautiful  and  the  conditions  decidedly  favorable  for 
the  commencement  occasion. 

The  Governor,  with  a  large  company  of  representa- 
tive gentlemen,  were  the  guests  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  H.  D. 
Quigg  at  the  Missouri  Colony,  which  is  one  of  our 
most  important  State  institutions.  Mrs.  Quigg,  as- 
sisted by  Mrs.  Len  Murrell,  did  the  honors  in  a  very 
elaborate  and  beautifully  served  luncheon.  Gov. 
Herbert  S.  Hadley,  LL.D.,  left  immediately  after 
the  luncheon  by  automobile  for  Sedalia  to  take  train 
for  Jefferson  City,  where  he  had  an  important  en- 
gagement for  the  evening.  His  visit  to  Marshall,  his 
address,  his  personality,  made  him  many  friends  and 
strengthened  the  public  confidence  in  him  as  the  chief 
executive  of  the  State. 

Altogether,  191 1  will  go  down  in  history  as  one 
of  our  exceptionally  fine  commencement  years. 

All  the  other  services  which  are  grouped  about 
the  commencement  were  of  a  high  order,  beginning 
with  the  play  on  Friday  night,  Prof.  Biddle's  elocu- 
tionary recital  on  Saturday  night,  the  baccalaureate 
sermon  on  Sunday,  Prof.  Place's  musical  on  Monday 
night,  the  academic  commencement  on  Tuesday  night, 
the  popular  Alumni  services  on  Wednesday  morning, 
the  fine  address  of  Rev.  Anthony  F.  Zeigel  oil  Wed- 
nesday night,  and  the  Alumni  banquet  under  the 
presidency  of  John  A.  Jones  after  the  address  on 
Wednesday  night. 
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Board  of  Trustees 


The  Board  of  Trustees  held  its  meeting  all  day 
Wednesday.  Various  and  important  matters  were 
attended  to.  The  most  important  action  taken,  aside 
from  the  regular  routine,  was  the  decision  to  build 
a  dormitory  for  young  women  as  soon  as  arrange- 
ments could  be  completed  for  the  same.  It  is  hoped 
to  have  this  building  ready  for  use  by  the  first  of 
December. 

The  departments  of  Economics  and  Public  Speak- 
ing, which  have  been  magnified  during  the  past  year, 
it  was  decided  for  financial  reasons  to  make  sub- 
sidiary to  other  departments.  This  led  to  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  services  of  Prof.  W.  S.  Bixler,  who 
has  rendered  capable  and  efficient  service  in  Eco- 
nomics during  the  past  year,  and  also  the  discontinu- 
ance of  the  services  of  Prof.  E.  F.  Biddle,  who  has 
been  very  successfully  teaching  the  department  of 
Public  Speaking.  The  Board  regretted  to  part  with 
the  services  of  these  two  efficient  men,  but  it  was 
necessary  to  do  it  in  order  to  take  proper  care  of 
the  Latin  and  Biology. 

It  was  with  keen  regret  that  the  Board  accepted 
the  decision  of  Prof.  V.  R.  Stephens  to  discontinue 
his  work  in  the  department  of  Biology,  where  he  has 
been  so  uniformly  admired,  and  whose  services  have 
been  so  eminently  efficient,  but  his  decision  to  study 
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medicine  was  unalterable,  and  a  successor  will  be 
necessary  for  his  department.  Several  men,  thor- 
oughly equipped,  are  being  considered  for  this  de- 
partment, and  an  election  will  take  place  soon. 

Prof.  W.  E.  Grube;,  who  has  been  so  long  dean  of 
the  college,  on  account  of  multiplied  cares,  has  been 
relieved  of  the  duties  of  the  deanship  and  superintend- 
ent of  the  dormitory,  and  hereafter  will  give  all  of 
his  time  to  the  teaching  of  Greek.  Prof.  John  M. 
Penick  will  be  superintendent  of  the  dormitory,  and 
Prof.  Isaac  Newton  Evrard,  A.M.,  now  Assistant 
State  Superintendent  of  Education,  at  Jefferson  City, 
will  return  to  Missouri  Valley  College  as  Dean  and 
Professor  of  Pedagogy. 

Dr.  Black,  who  has  spent  a  good  deal  of  time  for 
the  last  three  years  in  service  on  the  Executive  Com- 
mission of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  A.,  will  not  henceforth  have  such  a 
claim  on  his  time,  his  term  of  service  on  the  Execu- 
tive Commission  having  expired,  and  the  members 
are  not  subject  to  re-election.
